arc a multitude. The money they have 
tost may be small, but the aggregate 
i<f misery is very great, for It general¬ 
ly means a lost business reputation if 
not a robbed trust fund. That is the 
curse of all Ibis commercial gambling, 
whether in stocks or cotton or wheat 
cu copper. 

The prime object of our common 
school system is to furnish a ground¬ 
work of rudimentary education for all 
children in the State. That done, the 
State could go no further without In¬ 
equality and preference. It is not 
right to make nil the taxpayers pay 
for the benefits ttiat only a part of the 
taxpayers can enjoy. The higher cdu 
cation should be paid for by those 
alone who get it. The elementary 
schools have deteriorated in quality as 
a consequence of the establishment of 
higher schools. The money spent for 
the establishment of high schools 
would give greater resultant advant¬ 
age If it were devoted to the improve¬ 
ment of the common schools in impart¬ 
ing a thorough rudimentary education. 

We have ail become familiar in re¬ 
cent years with the statement that the 
city lias absorbed the country, that 
urban life, with Us peculiar attractions 
snd industrial opportunities, lias drawu 
heavily upon rural life, leaving large 


areas that were once peopled with a 
thrifty farming class practically ten- 
antless and desolate. A late census 
bulletin, however, shows that a re¬ 
action lias been in progress during tlie 
past ten years, tlie effect of which lias 
been to return city and suburban popu¬ 
lation to its proper balance. Accord¬ 
ing to tin's evidence 159 towns, cen¬ 
ters of suburban communities, show 
an increase of .'52 per cent in ten years. 
This is about tlie average increase of 
the whole country. The gain in popu¬ 
lation of cities between 1H8<t and 1S90 
was 7 per cent. During tlie decade 
following it dropped to 2.5 per cent. 
Tills indicates that increase in the pop¬ 
ulation of cities lias not kept pace with 
that of the country. 

One often wonuers, in scanning the 
bulletin of tlie physicians in attend¬ 
ance upon some public man struck 
down by mortal disease, why such he¬ 
roic measures are taken to prolong life 
for a day or a few hours, or even a 
few minutes, when to all appearances 
no human hand can avert the final 
issue. When we hear of the patient, 
weak and tired, asking only to he al¬ 
lowed to die in peace, tormented with 
injections of salt solution, with inhala¬ 
tions of oxygen, with the prick of the 
hypodermic needle, we are tempted to 
ask what is tlie good of it—why pro¬ 
long the agony of the dying man and 
rend the hearts of those whom he is 
leaving by vain efforts to stay the 
hand of death? Why not let the har¬ 
assed soul escape in peace? But be¬ 
fore blaming tlie doctors for their 
seeming inhumanity one should stop a 
moment and hear their side. Tlie mis¬ 
sion of tlie physician is not only or 
chiefly to relieve suffering—it is. be¬ 
fore all else, to save life. If death is 
inevitable, it is Ills duty to soften it 
so far as lie may; but he lias not tlie 
right, for the sake of a moment’s ease, 
to throw away the chance of averting 
death. No one can gage tlie vital 
forces. Many a time, when death 
seemed actually to have dosed the 
scene, some well-directed measure lias 
fanned tlie spark of life again into 
flame. No one knows better thnn the 
physician that while there Is life then 1 
is hope, and his duty is plain to use 
every means at ids command to main¬ 
tain tile action of the heart and to 
stimulate tlie nerve-centers to renewed 
work. There is always the hope that 
I lie disease may spend Its force at any 
moment, and so the conscientious phy¬ 
sician must fight on. in the face of des¬ 
perate odds. Often lie fails, but he 
may succeed, and while the possibility 
exists he would he recreant to his trust 
as the preserver of life to leave any 
weapon unused In his fight with death. 
The thoughtless may call him cruel, 
hut for him it would lie cowardice to 
siiiirk a manifest duty in tlie face of 
possibly adverse criticism.

SOME ODD RAILROAD RUL.FS, 

Curious Early Experiences in Trans¬ 
portation in lVmoaylvanla. 

Some of the regulations in force on 
the earliest railroads built in Pennsyl¬ 
vania read very quoerly In these days 
of "llmlteds" and "flyers," says the 
Boston Transcript. A number of them 
are quoted in a brief paper read before 
the Engineers' Soeloty of Western 
Pennsylvania on early experiences in 
transportation by Antes Snyder, and 
abstracted in part In the Scientific 
American supplement. Says tills paper: 

"When tlie commonwealth opened 
the Philadelphia and Columbia Hall¬ 
way tlie theory was that the State fur¬ 
nish the roadway and that any one 
who pleased could furnish tiis own ve¬ 
hicle and motive power and use the 
railway whenever he wished hy paying 
the State tolls for its use, just as the 
turnpikes of the day were used. But 
it was soon discovered that a certain 
character of vehicles was needed and 
that rules and regulations as to times 
and manlier of using the railways were 
absolutely necessary to effect their suc¬ 
cessful operation. Tlie ordinary ship 
pers found it too expensive to tit them¬ 
selves with the necessary plum and 
that they could get this transportation 
done tiy large and well-equipped ship¬ 
pers much more cheaply than they 
could do it themselves, so that in prac¬ 
tice the business drifted into the hands 
of a few individuals and companies, 
who did this service for the many. 
Tlie railway as constructed was intend¬ 
ed for the horse as motive power, 
though the locomotive was being intro¬ 
duced as an experiment shortly after 
the railway was completed. The fol¬ 
lowing among the rules und regula¬ 
tions ndopted hy tlie canal commission 
for the regulation of tlie railway may 
be of interest. 

** ‘Sec. 22. No car shall carry a great¬ 
er load than three tons on the Colum¬ 
bia and Philadelphia Hallway, nor 
more than three and a half tons on the 
Portage Railway, nor shall any burden 
car travel at a greater speed than five 
miles per hour, unless the car body 
and load shall be supported on good 
steel spring*.' 


“ 'Sec. 108. It shall be tlie duty of 
tlie conductors of cars moving with 
less speed upon the railways, upon no¬ 
tice by ringing a bell, blowing a horn 
or otherwise, of the approach of a loco¬ 
motive engine or other cars moving in 
tlie same direction at a greater speed, 
to proceed with all possible dispatch 
to tlie first switch in the course of their 
passage, and pass off said truck until 
said locomotive engine or other cars 
moving at greater speed can pass by. 
Tlie conductors of the slower cars are 
directed to open and close the switches 
so as to leave them in proper order. 
Any person who shall refuse or neglect 
to comply with tlie provisions of this 
regulation shall, for every offense, for¬ 
feit and pay tlie sum of $10.’ 

“I* must have been a very interest¬ 
ing and novel sight, indeed, when the 
horse and the locomotive weer used in¬ 
discriminately on the same track and 
were struggling for supremacy as the : 
future motive power of our railroads, 
and the approach of a locomotive was 
heralded hy tin' tooting of a horn. Even 
at that time tlie right of way was giv¬ 
en to the fast horse.” 

SOME SWEARING DEFENSIBLE. 

Many Great mid Good Men Have Used 
an Occasional Oath. 

According to the Autl-Profanity 
League the swearing habit Is "the na 
tional evil.” Undoubtedly the use of 
profanity is extremely prevalent; u 
person needs merely to keep his ears 
open on the street to learn this, says 
the Boston Transcript. But whether it 
is so general as to justify one In term¬ 
ing it the national evil is a matter of 
opinion. Not all swearing, moreover, 
is wholly Indefensible. There are vari¬ 
ous kinds of swearers and it will not 
do to lump them in one elnss with a 
single label. Besides the habitual nnd 
commonplace swearers, whose profan¬ 
ity is mere redundant nnd colorless 
verbiage, and the vulgar and diffuse 
swearers, whose oaths are rank and 
noisome, one must recognize also as a 
distinct category the discreet and mod¬ 
erate swearers who employ an occa¬ 
sional oath with fine emphasis and ar¬ 
tistic effect. 

Many great and good men belong to 1 
(he last class. Even the father of his 
country is said to have sworn vigor¬ 
ously when the emergency seemed to 
require departure from his customary 
rule of unvarnished speech. This sort 
of discriminating profanity Is vastly 
different from tlie causeless and gra¬ 
tuitous swearing of habitual and vul¬ 
gar oathmongers. Indeed, the man 
who now and then vents his emotions 
in an oath is rather preferable to tlie 
one who always bottles up his feelings, 
however strong the provocation to 
break forth. A robust ebullition is bet¬ 
ter than ingrowing profanity. Silence 
may be us profane as words under cer¬ 
tain circumstances. A saying of Jo¬ 
seph Choate occurs to tlie settler In 
this connection. A noted prelate was 
once playing golf with Mr. Choate, and 
after foozling a tee shot egreglously, 
stood looking at the ball for several 
moments. After waiting for tlie bishop 
to say something, Mr. Choate remark¬ 
ed: "Bishop, that was the profanest si 
lenee 1 ever heard." 

As for the Anti-Profanity League, 
the purpose of tlie organization Is cer- 
tuinly worthy, hut somehow tlie settler 
cannot develop a high degree of en¬ 
thusiasm In such a cause. He Is a bit 
weary of anti crusades of nil sorts. 
Movements for tlie suppression of this 
and that and what not fail to interest 
him profoundly, it seems to him that 
what is needed In the field of social re¬ 
form is not so much the suppression 
of Imd tilings ns the promotion of good 
tilings. Reformers should concentrate 
their energies on positive itml construe 
five work, rather than purely negative 
and restrictive undertakings.

Tlie following remarkable essay ots 
the horse is said to he from the per 
of an Indian student: 

"The horse is a very noble quadru¬ 
ped. hut when lie is angry he will uot 
do so.

He 
also defends himself by extending 
these in the rear in a parallel direction 
toward his foe. but this lie does only 
when he is in an aggravating mooii.

I’hysi dans have always devoted a 
great deal of attention to the study of 
the pulse because lls force, rapidity 
and regularity or irregularity tell a 
great deal about the patient’s eondi 
tlon. 

An experienced doctor can read the 
pulse pretty well by merely pressing 
his finger on the patient's wrist, hut 
something more than this is needed 
for a thorough study of the pulse. For 
this purpose an instrument has been 
Invented by the uld of which the pulse 
is made to leave a record of Its vibra 
tions ou a strip of paper, so that they 
can be studied at leisure and compared 
with other pulse tracings made in the 
same way. 

You can make pulse tracings at the 
cost of a very little labor, and mate 
rials not worth two cents, which you 
can find in the house. These materials 
are nothing but a good-sized cork, a 
little stick like a mateli stick, a shoe 
button, a card, a quill toothpick or 
quill pen and two pins. 

In the top of the cork cut out a 
square groove or furrow a little wider 
and deeper than the shoe button. Whit¬ 
tle down one end of the stick und tit 
the eye of the shoe button on it. Place 
this end of the stick In the groove and 
thrust a pin through the stick and tlie 
cork on both sides so that the stick can 
turu on the pins, like a pump handle.

BLAME VOCAL LAZINESS. 

Scientists Prove Poor Enunciation Is 
Due to Lack of Effort. 

Scientific explanation is offered for 
j the had pronunciation of English lords 
j and ladies, which Sir Henry Irving re¬ 
cently deplored. All his life, Sir Henry 
i asserted, he has spoken good English, 
only to hear in his old age his titled 
pupils saying “goinV’ “coinin',” amt 
■■flailin',” like bad boys. Science, it 
must be confessed, is on tlie side of the 
titled delinquent, and science is not 
at all certain but that soon we shall all 
be permitted the joy of saying “fish- 
in'.” 

A clever Hit of apparatus explains 
this unorthodox theory. The contriv¬ 
ance. made of one piece of chalk and 
a fine wire, draws pictures of the 
sounds necessary to produce words. 
For certain sounds the ingenious ap¬ 
paratus draws actual hills, which prove 
beyond a doubt that those sounds re¬ 
quire an extra muscular effort from the 
man who would speak correctly. 

The contrivance in question, invent¬ 
ed by Prof. Weeks, now of Missouri, 
is a circle of wire, which tits around 
the Icetli, so that while it is in tlie 
mouth that organ can lie closed or used 
for speaking without inconvenience. In 
front of the mouth a single wire pro¬ 
jects from the loop, and inside a corre¬ 
sponding wire, fastened to the circle, 
projects back toward the soft palate. 
A bit of crayon on this wire serves to 
stick the soft palate fast to the wire. 
When a scientist, with this apparatus 
in his mouth, begins to talk, every mo¬ 
tion of his palate is communicated 
along the wire to its outside end. This 
end is in contact with a sheet of lamp- 
blacked paper, moving uniformly, so 
that every motion of the wire makes a 
character in the soot. For most sounds 
the wire draws a wavy line, but for 
parts of the sound “n” the wire draws 
a hillock, corresponding with an extra 
large movement of the vocal organ on 
the other end of the wire. It is vocal 
laziness which causes the titled Eng¬ 
lishman to leave out this effort. But 
instead of condemning laziness, science 
prophetically points to the law by 
which inon follow the line of least re¬ 
sistance. 

The particular mistake in orthoepy 
1 of English nobility is attributed more 
to the tongue than to the palate. To 
say “fishing” we must raise tlie middle 
portion of tlie tongue to the roof of the 
mouth, whereas to ponounce "fishin' ” 
only the tip of the tongue touches. This 
i again is a ease of laziness and least 
| resistance, which is proving stronger 
than the dictionaries.

DESTRUCTION OF REFUSE. 

How English Cities Have Solved This 
Municipal Problem. 

How to deal properly with the 
j refuse of a large city is a problem that 
j has yet to lie solved in many iuunici- 
j polities of the country, says the Muni- 
i cipal Journal and Engineer, American 
j cities can learn much in this direction 
; from those of England, where refuse 
! destruction Is being dealt with so sue- j 
I cessfuliy. Sheffield lias been operat-1 
I ing a refuse destructor for a dozen i 
years, where in each of fifteen colls j 
an average of eight tons of refuse is ; 

I burned every day. The cost of doing 
, the work amounts to about 25 cents a 
j ton. The cremation of the refuse is 
not the ultimate end of the destructor, 
for the clinker or residue produced is 
| useful. The committee on health of ; 
i tlie city installed flngninking and mor¬ 
tar plants in connection with tlie de- j 
structor and during 1903 11.270 con- 
| crete Hags were turned out and sold to j 
the city's highway committee. About 
| l..‘>s tons of mortar were also dis-
